Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended claims 7 and 15 raise new issue which would require further consideration and/or search. 
Regarding rejections on claims 1 and 9, Applicant has argued that the combination of Ozaki and Homma is not obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art because of lack of motivation. 

First, Ozaki teaches an anti-video voyeurism device applied to cameras, which involves warning to public in detection of state change. 
Second Homma teaches a mobile phone detecting camera mode into triggering an operation (Fig. 5). Thus, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordiany skill in the art to combine and modify the teachings of Ozaki and Homma for the purpose of anti-video voyeurism in 
carmera equipments. Furthermore, the claims claim a portable terminal, where a camera is considered as a portable terminal. Thus, the 
rejections are proper and maintained. And so it is to their dependent claims 4 and 12. 

Regarding rejecitons of claims 2 and 10, Applicant has argued that combination of Ozaki, Homma, and Kane is not obvious because of 
unrelated technical field. The combination of Ozaki and Homma is obvious as explained above, where the utility function is to provide a 
public warning. system to a portable terminal. Like Ozaki, Kane teaches an alarming system, where a method of alarming attentions is 
disclosed. Thus, it would have been obviosu to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the alarm method of Kane into the modified 
method of Ozaki and Homma, in order to increase effectiveness of the warning. So, the rejections are proper and maintained. Based on 
the same reason, the rejections on claims 6 and 14 are also proper and maintained. •
